City Business Manager Myers, 
after a trip into the county Sta¬ 
bilization Bureau offices this week 
had nothing but praise for the 
efficient manner in which the 
sudden flood of business is being 
handled. 

“The office has the terribly 
hard task,” he commented, “of 
immediately raising the number 
of men at work from a few 
hundred to 25,000. It was neces¬ 
sary to accomplish this before the 
first of the month in order to se¬ 
cure further R.F.C. funds in 
March. They are handling the 
situation admirably. I have never 
seen more intense interest and 
activity than the workers there 
are displaying." 

When asked to explain the 
means by which the municipali¬ 
ties, the counties and the states 
are to pay back the huge 
amounts that the Finance Cor¬ 
poration is putting into circula¬ 
tion to relieve the economic crisis, 
Mayor H. Clay Reavis stated 
that in simple terms the general 
plan was: The money must ei¬ 
ther be paid back in cash mon¬ 
eys, or be ultimately deducted 
from Federal highway appropria¬ 
tions to the states.

ALL-RAW DIETS 

Q UESTION— For several 
months I have been on an 
altogether raw food diet that I 
had decided to try for my 
stomach trouble. At first I 
seemed to improve but now I am 
getting worse. What do you think 
of the all-raw diet? 

Answer Again I am asked for 
my opinion of an all raw diet 
and as always must counsel against 
the adoption of this or any other 
radical diet change unless the 
person has had a thorough physi¬ 
cal check-up, and the diet advice 
based upon the findings of such 
analysis of the individual case. 

There are many instances in 
which a so-called "bland diet” or 
non-roughage diet is best and a 
change to an all raw diet does 
an immeasurable lot of harm. I 
am nut condemning the all-raw 
diet, as a matter of fact in some 
cases I advise it; but never do 
I promiscuously recommend it as 
a cure-all or panacea for all hu¬ 
man ailments as some well-mean¬ 
ing but ill-informed raw food 
zealists do. Diet is not as simple 
as that, for each case must be 
prescribed for individually accord¬ 
ing to their particular condition. 

Take for example a case I was 
recently called in on for consul¬ 
tation. The man, an ulcer sufferer, 
had been influenced by a raw 
food enthusiast to change to an 
all raw food diet to end all his 
woes. It certainly did, for the 
poor fellow died some six months 
later! The thing that killed him 
was the extreme roughage that 
so severely aggravated his ulcer¬ 
ations that they ended in perfor¬ 
ating with fatal internal hem¬ 
orrhages. When I arrived on the 
scene it was the unfortunate fel¬ 
low's last, for he had lost prac¬ 
tically all of his life blood. 

This is only one of many cases 
that illustrates the danger of 
adopting any extreme dietary 
changes without first consulting a 
competent dietition who can make 
a careful diagnosis of the indi¬ 
vidual case.

The less there 
is for them to do, the more they 
may cut their expenses and di¬ 
minish their overhead. They can 
go to any lengths adversity re¬ 
quires. 

But the newspapers can do 
none of these things. The peo¬ 
ple ekpect to know what is go¬ 
ing on in the world when times 
are bad just as they did when 
timr ; are good. Indeed, they ex¬ 
pect more from their newspapers 
jn depressed periods because they 
are less busily engaged and they 
have more time for reading. In 
good times the newspaper was 
expected to publish all the news. 
It is expected to do no less when 
it is struggling with the same 
business reverses that affect our 
undertakings. 

. . . The newspaper exists to 
serve. It expects as a reward for 
service . . . nothing more than 
the satisfying consciousnes of 
having justified its own existence 
and of having furthered the in¬ 
terests of the community that 
supports it.

“Produce quality fruit, adver¬ 
tise to increase demand, coop¬ 
erate in distribution of your fruit 
as to quality, quantity, time and 
place, which includes handling 
the surplus or loose fruit prob¬ 
lems, and watch your costs in or¬ 
chards, packing houses and mar¬ 
keting organizations," were the 
suggestions given citrus growers 
at the California Citrus Institute 
at San Bernardino on Tuesday 
by Dalton A. Field, manager of 
the grower service department, 
California Fruit Growers Ex¬ 
change. 

"We are interested in costs of 
everything connected with our 
business these days,” said Mr. 
Field. "While most of the cul¬ 
tural, packing and marketing 
costs that are under the growers' 
own control have been reduced, 
we are still paying high fixed 
charges, notably freight, which 
must be reduced.” 

Mr. Field said that lower 
freight rates were receiving ac¬ 
tive attention and recited the pos¬ 
sibilities and the rapid develop- 
mnt of water transportation of 
California citrus fruits to At¬ 
lantic seaboard markets. The Ex¬ 
change saved $185,000 on water 
shipments to New York as com¬ 
pared to rail freights last year, 
he said. 

The Institute was told that per 

capita consumption of oranges in 
the United States had increased 
from 2U dozen when Sunkist ad¬ 
vertising began in 1907, to 6’i 
dozen in 1931. 

“The minute a grower joins a 
Sunkist association, his fruit has 
the tremendous advantage of 
Sunkist advertising behind it, for 
which he pays nothing more than 
the few cents per box that all 
Sunkist growers contribute as 
their fruit is marketed," said Mr. 
Field.

Creating much interest at 
Rikeman’s Gift Shop, North Bald¬ 
win avenue, is a * "depression 
plant,” which grows daily, form¬ 
ing a mass of iridescent loveli¬ 
ness. Here’s the recipe: place 
three or four pieces of coke in a 
bowl and the first day add two 
tablespoons of water, two table¬ 
spoons Stewart’s blueing and two 
tablespoons of iodized salt. The 
second day add two tablespoons 
more of salt and the third day 


long. 

Unless you are trying to make 
a very formal garden, never cut 
back shrubbery with a straight 
edge as though it were a hedge 
but study each shrub and try to 
help it realize its natural habit 
of growth. 

Hydrangeas should be cut back 
to within two or three buds of 
last year’s growth— also poin- 
settias. 

All kinds of ornamental shrub¬ 
bery can be set out now. It is 
almost impossible to kill a plant 
if transplanted now and ordinary 
care is used in the operation. 

All deciduous fruit trees' (those 
that drop their foliage in the 
winter) should be planted now as 
soon as possible. Do not wait un¬ 
til they have put out new foliage 
and expect to have success with 
them. 

Avocado and orange trees can 
be planted now; also custard ap¬ 
ples, guavas and sapotes. 

In Bedding plants for Spring 
bloom there are Pansies, Snap¬ 
dragons, Hollyhocks, Colendulas, 
Pentstemons, Larkspur, Delphini¬ 
ums, Petunias, Verbenas, Ga- 
zanias, Lobelias, and Begonias; 
also plant Gladioli bulbs now. 

Look out for snails, they are 
very destructive now. You will 
find them working in the garden 
after dark or very early in the 
morning. They can be poisoned 
with “Snarol.”

February's calavo-avocado ton¬ 
nage to be marketed will be 
double that of January, which 
was lower than average due to 
rains and as the 1933 crop is 38 
per cent less than last season’s 
volume, according to the growers' 
association. Florida fruit will be 
cleaned up this month, it is added, 
to result in increased Eastern 
shipments, while the California sea¬ 
son’s peak coming during this 
and the next two months will also 
provide Western markets wdth a 
more plentiful supply. 

The remarkable demand and 
pool figures are due to increas¬ 
ingly effective educational-adver¬ 
tising activities of the growers’ 
exchange and its added year of 
experience and efficiency. 


T HE bitter and long-standing
